Philatelist. Is it that Mr. Miller 
chooses to disown the American 
Philatelic Association which up 
to the year 1908 was the name by 
which the present organization 
was known. It was at the conven- 
tion in Columbus, Ohio, in that 
year that the name was changed 
to The American Philatelic So- 
ciety. The reason for the change 
is apparent as the initials A. P, A. 
will show and there is no need 
to discuss that point further. 

In order that the record may 
be made clear, it is desirable that 
the two poster stamps issued in 
Columbus in 1908 be listed and 
described. At a later date we will 
obtain cuts and print pictures, of 
these two labels, almost unknown 
among collectors of such items. 

Both of these labels were cata- 
logued in the Linprint Catalogue 
of Philatelic Labels, edited by 
George W, Linn and printed by 
Linprint Inc., at Columbus, Ohio 
in 1940. 

Both of these labels were print- 
ed and produced in the printing 
plant of the W. M. Linn & Sons 
Co., George W. Linn being instru- 
mental in producing the labels 
which apparently were the fore- 
runner of the deluge of labels 
that have been issued for philatel- 
ic conventions and: gatherings in 
past years. It is but natural there- 
fore that the producer of the 
original convention poster stamps 
and seals should resent the omis- 
sion of such items from any pub- 
lished list for in this little world 
of our one is entitled to their 
place, regardless of opinion or 
choice of others and if there be 
any glory or credit for the origin 
of the idea of having Poster 
Stamps or Seals for Society Con- 
ventions, the credit should be giv. 
en where due, 

That the original labels were 
somewhat crude is to be expected 
for was not the first automobile 
a very crude affair. However 
they do compare favorably with 
some of the issues of past meets 
and are necessary of recognition 
in any purported list of Poster 
Stamps and Seals. 

Since the listing of the two Pos- 
ter Stamps under discussion, in 
the Catalogue referred to I have

Our problem therefore is to get the news by any and all other | 
means, Too many collectors vision the editor of a stamp publication | 
as a man who knows everything about stamps and they naturally 
seem to think he also knows everything that is happening in stamp 
collector circles. 

We judge this to be so by the fact that we are asked from time 
to time to print an article on his or that subject, It may frequently be 
a subject about which our knowledge is much more limited than 
yours for it is a fact that there is much about stamps and stamp col- 
lecting and the divers fields in which the hobby roams, that we know 
little or nothing about except what we read in the papers, as Will 
Rogers was wont to say, 

In a general way, your editor has a very thorough training in 
the Philatelic world. He started collecting stamps about 1894, he 
made and sold many collections, He has collected and studied a bit 
of amlost everything in the philatelic line. He has published several 
different stamp papers in+¢he past. He was an active dealer employing 
two or three helpers for a period of fifteen years, so that his phila- 
telic knowledge pretty well ‘covers all subjects, yet there is much 
that he does not know, but in a general way, his knowledge and ex- 
perience fit him for an all around opinion on most stamp subjects. 

He does not claim to be an expert and as Steve Rich said in a 
recent letter, this word “expert” might best be dropped from the 
stamp collectors vocabulary for the field is so great that few if any 
philatelists are worhy of such description unless applied to a specific 
thing. Mr. Rich suggests that it would be more appropriate that cer- 
tain people be referred to as “well informed collectors” and some- 
how we believe Mr. Rich has coined a phrase which ig far more 
fitting and applicable than the word expert, We feel that we could 
classify under such terms whereas when one refers to an expert we 
can only think like other so called experts should think—what a hell 
of a lot we don’t know. 

This, then, is our reason for heading this editorial “Star Report- 
ers Wanted.” There is something happening, some matter of interest 
to other stamp collectors, everywhere, in every city, for remember 
that our world of stamp collecting is a little world of its own within 
this one big world. What happens in our stamp world is usually of 
interest to others in this stamp world, but how are we going to hear 
about uch things. 

There, dear reader is where we want your help. We want every 
reader to become a “Star Reporter” for Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. 
We believe the idea if carrier out would so improve this paper, fill 
it so full of little personal notes that it would soon become the most 
wanted stamp publication in the world, You John Wilsow met Fred 
Johnson at a convention in Milwaukee.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF 
A POSTAGE STAMP

was softened to take several im- 
pressions of the master die. Each 
time the dic was impressed into 
its edge a reversed “en epargne”’ 
replica was made, the former 
sunken parts projecting, and the 
raised parts now sunk in the steel. 
Then the wheel was hardened, so 
that it. bore a continuous band of 
dies, each the exact reverse of 
the original, 

Finally . large plate of softened 
teel was prepared and divided. in- 
to four equal sections. Into the 
soft metal, in each of the sections, 
one hundred impressions of the 
rotary dies were sunk. Carefully 
and accurately these impressions 
were made, each equi-distant to 
the smallest fraction of an inch 
—one huudred in each section, in 
rows of ten. 

Sometimes the impressions were 
made on a rotary plate or cylin- 
der of steel, and used on a rotary 
press that prints the stamps on a 
continuous band or long wide rib- 
bon of paper. 

There must be no flaw in these 
impressions, no error of any kind, 
no “re-entry” or other mishap to 
cause the hearts of philatelists to 
flutter. Should any such irregu- 
larity be noticed, it must be put 
right at once. At length, the mas- | 
ter craftsman satisfied, the plate | 
is hardened, faced with chormium 
and ready for printing. As if by 
some strange magic, it now com- 


tors do not want to separate them, 
at least not beyond blocks of four. 
Truly,the ways of men are past 
finding out. 

Sometimes, (but very rarely in- 
deed) one of us is printed up-side- 
down because the ‘“‘epargne”’ die 
is accidentally used the wrong 
way up to make the impression in 
the plate. “Tete-beche’’ they call 
such monstrosities; and strangely 
enough high prices are paid for 
them, although from our point of 
view they are simply good pos- 
tage stamps gone wrong. You 
should see the airs that such a 
stamp gives himself, scarecly de- 
igning to notice hig companions 
who are right side up, as he lords 
it in a morocco-bound album 
with a page all to himself, beside 
the “underlings” to which he is 
perforce attached.

And now specially manufactur- 
ed paper. is prepared for priting 
by being dampened, so that it will 
readily take the ink from the 
blate. Specially made ink, of fast 
colour and special tenacity ,is 
“fed’’ to the plate by means of 
rollers and it searches into every 
crevice, Then the surface of the 
plate is wiped so that no ink ad- 
heres to the portions of the design 
which are intended to be white. 

Now the dampened paper is im- 
pressed against the plate, so that 
it picks up every atom of ink out 
of the sunken lines and spaces, 
and Presto. I am, I, and my 
brethren. But we are scarcely 
born before we are hurried along, 
in our new exciting life, over 
heated cylinders so that we dry 
quickly and take permanent form. 

Gum is smeared over our backs, 

and we shrink a little from this 
indignity. But what is a postage 
stamp without adhesive qualities? 
Ask any indignant citizen who 
fails to make us stick—although 
between vurselyes, this is not our 
fault; .t is because he licks us too 
hard or too long, either to taste 
our full savour or because he 
hates to let us go. 
But our troubles are not yet 
over, what is this bristling thing 
that pierces us with many holes? 
A perforating machine! Oh every 
side we are attacked, in gauges 
of eight, twelve, or fourteen, and 
fractions, dear to the hearts. of 
stamp collectors.

laid to one side while we more 





fortunate individuals were re- 
ceiving the most expeditious 
treatment. 


While = was thus ruminating my 
letter was grabbed by a Sorter and 
projected into a pigeon-hole with 
a large number of letters. I mar- 
velled at the dexterity of those 
Sorters—with unerring aim, from 
side to side and top to bottom, 
letters were quickly sorted into 
the various pigeon-holes. The Sor- 
ter never seemed to look at the 
rack. Mis eyes were busy reading 
the addresses. 

Then the smooth movement 
stopped, What was the reason? I 
saw the employee frown—mutter 
something uncomplimentary and 
consult one of his confreres, Ap- 
parently the address was badly 
written and could not be easily 
deciphered. After consultation a 
decision was arrived at and the 
letter was sorted into one of the 
pigeon-holes. 

I felt sorry for my unfortunate 
brethren who were delayed 
through this badly addressed let- 
ter, as it was quite noticeable that 
they were anxious as to the pos- 
sibility of their being left behind,

bundles and after a short journey 
we were grabbed by another em- 
ployee, who placed us in a mail 
bag which was locked. 

Apparently my journey was now 
to commence, for we were placed 
on a truck and transported along 
the station platforms. I could hear 
the impatient chug of the train as 
we were being loaded into the 
mail van. We hardly had time to 
get comfortably settled down when 
the train started. For the next two 
or three days we lay there un- 
touched, as apparently we were in 
a through bag to destination. 
Throughout the day, however, we 
could -.ear the Mail Clerks busy 
receiving and despatching mail at 
the various stations at which we 
stopped. All day long we could 
hear the. music of the hammer 
stamp as the stamps on the var- 
ious letters were effectively can- 
celled, We heard the hurry and 
bustle at the various stations as 
the mails were received and 
despatched. Through the day and 
through the night this activity 
continued.

I thought tha. we would be going 
to another post office but no, we 
were transferred to the train and 
again we centinued our journey. 

No sooner had the train started 
than the bag in which we were 
contained was hoisted on to the 
table and opened by the mail clerk. 
The bag in which I was contain- 
ea was unlocked, the facing slip 
was carefully put on one side and 
on the jolting and swaying train 
the Mail Clerk carefully sorted 
us out into various pigeon-holes. 

I noticed that I was placed in 
a pigéon-hole marked ‘Aklavik” 
which I remembered was my des- 
tination. I was again tied up in 
another bundle and placed in a 
further mail bag, which I no- 
ticed bore these words “Air 
Mail.” This increased my excite. 
ment, I had not contemplated 
that I was going to make part of 
my journey by air. I could hard- 
ly wait until we arrived at desti- 
nation. : 

My impatience, however, was 
soon satisfied. The train steamed 
into the station and the mails 
were unloaded. I noticed that the 
name was Fort McMurray, away 
in the north country. I certainly 
had travelled a great deal since I 
was originally placed on my let - 
ter. 

My bag was placed with others 
and transported by truck for some 
distance. I listened carefully to 
see what was happening and as the 
motor truck glowed up I heard a 
terrific roaring sound, which at 
first filled me with apprehension, 
I was soon to discover what this 
was. Closer and closer we came 
to the noise and on being unload- 
ed from the motor truck I im- 
mediately perceived that we were 
being placed in an aeroplane. 

This-was my first aerial flight, 
and I wag certainly thrilled, if 
not a little fearful of the exper- 
ience. The plane was floating on 
the River MacKenzie and soon af- 
ter being placed on board I heard 
the pilot ejaculate some command 
and I “elt the plane gliding over 
the water of the river. Gradually 
the plane commenced to rise from 
the water and we could feel the 
smooth swaying motion of the 
plane as it gained altitude. 

From the inner recesses of my 
mail-bag I could hardly tell what 
was going on, but from the con- 
versation between the pilot and

his engineer I gathered we were 
jsome four or five thousand feet 
|above the broad waters of the 
| MacKenzie, flying over the tops 
of trees, across saprsely settled 
areas where the advent of the air 
mail was a Godsend. These hardy 
pioneers, who formerly had _ to 
wait one or two months for their 
mail from the cities to the South, 
| were now able to receive news 
| from their friends within twenty- 
four hours. What a transformation 
and what a boon to these hardy 
settlers so far removed from 
Civilization! 

We made several stops en route. 
This I could tell by the peculiar 
sensation ®hich I experienced 
when the plane gradually spiral- 
led in its descent to the water and 
immediately the busy hum of 
voices as the mail for that parti- 
cular place was .unloaded and 
other mail loaded in its place. 

After several such stops the 
plane came to rest and apparent- 
ly the end of its journey had been 
reached. We were unloaded from 
the plane into the daylight. What 
a contract from the commence- 
ment of my journey. It had com- 
menced in the centre of a busy 
town, large buildings everywhere, 
thousands of people, everything 
hurry and bustle. Here there was 
the quietness of the North—a 
small community at the mouth 
of the MacKenzie River. They did 
not seem to mind their being far 
removed from the large centres of 
civilization. There was, if anything 
contentment written on their faces 
which you do not see on the faces 
of people in the town. There was 
no harassed and worried expres- 
sion, Apparently life here was 
more peaceful.

Pennsylvania delegation in Congress was at last able to get the Post 
Office Department to issue a stamp to commemorate the 150th anni- 
versary of the winter which Washington and hig suffering army spent 
there the winter of 1777-78. The design is taken from the celebrated 


engraving by John C. McRae®— 


showing Washington kneeling in 
prayer to Almighty God and ask- 
ing help for his ill clad, discour- 
aged and hungry army that was 
being so terribly neglected by Con. 
gress, 


The 2c—Washington at Prayer— 
was issued on May 26, 1928, perf. 
11 and unwatermarked. It is re- 
corded in light carmine, bright 
carmine and deep carmine lake, 
with no known minor varieties ex- 
cept a slight plate flaw on the 
left numeral on stamp 33 of the 
lower left pane of plate 19,496. 
The total issue was 101,330,328, 
from plates 18493, 94, 95, 96, 97, 
19500, 501 and 502, 


First day covers are from Cleve- 
land, Ohio, Lancaster, Norristown, 
West Chester, Pa. Again philate- 
lists were shown recognition by the 
use of a special cancelation at the 
Midwest Philatelic Exhibition at 
Cleveland.

Here is the long-awaited data 
on the first flight from Belling- 
ham, Wash., (AM-57) on July 12, 
1942, There were 12 pounds of 
mail carried on the northbound 
flight and 37 pounds southbound, 
the majority of which was phila- 
telic covers. Covers from Bell- 
ingham are cancelled 8-AM for 
the northbound flight and 9-30AM 
for those carried south; and are 
backstamped July 10th at Van- 
couver, B. C., and Sedttle, Wash. 
respectively. Inbound covers from 
Vancouver are postmarked 9-AM, 
and from Seattle, Wash., AMF at 
7:30 AM. Capt. F. W. Allan of 
United Airiines was the pilot in 
both directions. For the benefit of 
readers who did not read the 
description of the cachet in the 
July 23rd issue of this column, 
it is repeated. The cachet was 
applied in purple and shows a 
Douglas Transport Plane flying 
over the snow capped Cascade 
Mountains, while in a rectangle 
near the lower-left side is the 
wording U. S. AIRMAIL-FIRST 
FLIGHT-AM 57. In block letters 
at the left-hand side is the name 
BELLINGHAM while on the top 
of the illustration is WASHING- 
TON. 


The first flight of AM-58 was 
scheduled for the morning of 
August 15th. Since this issue goes 
to press before that date no other 
data can be given at this time. It 
will be given as soon as available,

a trivial matter as clearly as 
other things. My own personal 
and original Library of Philatelic 
Literature, and it was a very ex- 
cellent library, was destroyed in 
the flood which visited Columbus 
in 1913. Many valuable and in- 
teresting books and pamphlets 
were lost and many things have 
never been replaced. 

In my search for information a- 
bout these seals I have found a 
copy of The Columbus Philatelist, 
a monthly magazine which I pub- 
lished at Columbus at the turn 
of the century. The number be- 
fore me now is one for May, 1907, 
Volume 7, Number 5. In this is- 
sue, the Columbus Collectors Club, 
then Branch 21 of the American 
Philatelic Association started the 
campaign to bring the 1908 con- 
vention of the American Philatel- 
ic Association to Columbus, and as 
records will show, the campaign 
was successful and it was at the 
Columbus Convention of 1908 that 
the change in name of the Associ- 
ation to Society was voted, 

This copy of the Columbus Phil- 
atelist establishes the fact that the 
first of the Poster Stamps issued 
from Columbus wag a propaganda 
st .mp to to advertise and help se- 
cure the Convention for Colum- 
bus. 

An illustration of the stamp is 
in the magazine I have been re- 
ferring to. This stamp is of hori- 
zontal oblong format, 2% inches 
wide, by 1% inches high. It is 
printed in brown ink on white 
gummed paper and unperforated. 
The design shows the Carnegie 
Library Building in the center as 
this wag then the meeting place 
of the Columbus Collectors Club. 
At each side is a long torch with 
flaming top and entwined around 
the torches are ribbons on which 
at the left are the words AMERI- 
CAN PHILATELIC ASSOCIA- 
TION, and on the right NATION. 
AL CONVENTION 1908. In a rib. 
bon across the top, CARNEGIE 
LIBRARY and in a ribbon across 
the bottom, COLUMBUS COL- 
LECTORS CLUB. Immediately 
above this bottom ribbon and be- 
low the library building is a 


wreath enclosing the words HOME 
OF THE, 

This then is the original and 
first label known to have been 
issued for propoganda purposes 
in helping to obtain a convention 
and was put into use more than a 
year preceding the 1908 conven- 
tion. 

The other label was one issued 
at the time of the convention or 
as custom is, after the convention 
had been granted to Columbus and 
for propoganda and advertising 
to encourage attendance at the 
convention as most of these labels 
are so used, 

This latter Poster Stamp is of 
upright oblong format, printed in 
blue on white gummed paper and 
perforated. These were issued in 
sheets—of how many I do not re- 
call. This stamp is 1% inches 
wide by 1% incheg high. There 
is a double lined oval in the cen- 
ter which surrounds the head of 
Columbus. Within the oval are 
the words AMERICAN PHILA- 
TELIC ASSOCIATION CONVEN- 
TION. At top left corner of the 
stamp A, P. A, and at the top 
right corner 1908. In small circles 
superimposed over the double 
lined oval which surrounds the 
head, one at the top bears a shield 
shape design containing some 
characters of which I do not know 
the significance. At the bottom, 
a circle with date 1908, at the left 
a circle with picture of the State 
Capitol Building and the right pic- 
tures the Carnegie Library. In a 
ribbon across the base, COLUM- 
BUS, O. 

The first label, the brown one 
is extremely rare and but few 
copies appear to exist. The other 
label, the blue one ig in the col- 
lection of several different par- 
ties who claim to have a copy. 

These Poster Stamps certainly 
deserve to head any list of Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society labels or 
seal, until one is found which was 
issued at an earlier date.
